Arthur Lord, Llnaman For RNlneland- 


or Telephone Company, Vic- 


tim of Sad Accident. 


Arthur Lord, aged 21 years, line- 


man for the 
Uhlnelander Mutual 


Telephone Company, came In contact 
with a live wire while on the second 
cross arm of a telephone pole, last 
Saturday. He fell thirty feet to the 
pavement below, fracturing his skull. 
He died on the way to the hospital. 


Tho accident Is one of the saddest 


that has ever occurred In Khlneland- 
er. Arthur had been called to re- 
pair the telephone at the lumber of- 
fice of Mason-Donaldson on Daven- 
port St. Ho had been on the pole 
Just a few minutes when he met with 
the shock. The hour was about llfteen 
minutes to twelve o'clock and many 
who were on their way to dinner saw 
him real backward and fall from the 
pole. Jn falling he struck an awning 
In front of the Woldoman barber 
shop and went through the canvass 
as though It were paper. He struck 
the walk on his back. Injuries about 
the head caused the blood to (low 
freely. The Injured boy was removed 
to the alloy way between the Wood 
Hardware Company's store and Paul 
Browne's olllce and Drs. Garner and 
Mclndoe Immediately 
summoned. 


He showed but feeble signs of life 
and after a hasty examination the 
physicians announced that his Injur- 
ies were such as to result fatally. It 
was considered advisable to remove 
him to the hospital but ho died when 
nearlng the Institution. 


It is the opinion that the young 


man came In touch with a wire from 
which the insulation had worn off 
and received the full charge of elec- 
tricity. It is reported that lloo volts 
passed through his body. Some say 
that this was sulllclont to have killed 
him and that ho was dead when ho 
struck the pavement. 


Accidents of this distressing nature1 


are of frequent occiirence In the larg- 
er cities, but this was the llrst to 
over happen In llhinelander. 


Arthur was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Wm. Lord, former residents of North 
Crandon, and moved here with his 
parents two months ago. lie was a 
young man of exceptional habits and 
highly spoken of by his friends and 
acquaintances. lie had been In the 
employ of the Rhlnelandcr Mutual 
Telephone Company about two weeks 
but at one time was repair man for 
the telephone, company at Crandon. 
Ills untimely death comes as a most 
sovere]shock to his grief stricken par- 
ents. They have the sympathy .of the 
entire city. 


The body was taken to Wausau 


Saturday morning where Interment 
took place Monday. 
Before the re- 


mains were conveyed to the train, a 
short service by llev. S. J. Tlnk of 
the M. E. Church was conducted at 
the residence on 
Halrd 
Avenue. 


Many beautiful floral tributes wore 
received. As a mark of respect the 
telephone service throughout 
the 


city was suspended from ten o'clock 
until cloven o'clock Saturday fore- 
noon.

Ills appearance also 
allied with the description of the 
uirderer given the olllcers. 
Early In the day Kournler, it Is 


aid, grew confidential with a bar- 
coper In a Mercer saloon and told 
im that he had just made a big haul 
f money easily and was going to 
ave a hilarious old time spending It. 
le further stated that he would 
hlnk nothing of killing a man for 
Is money—providing the amount 
•as large enough. This kind of talk 
roused the barkeeper's suspicions 
ml he Informed the olllcers that 
\mrnler needed watching as he be* 
eved him to be the slayer of Frals- 
r. 
The man was arrested at about 
jven o'clock. He was in a saloon 
rink Ing when the marshalls ap- 
Toadied him. He thru a heavy beer 
lass at the olllcers and started to 
uti out of the rear door, but tripped 
ml fell to the lloor. The olllcers 
ounced upon him but the man is of 
ron strength and would not move, 
le bit one of his captors on the arm 
nd ommltted a string of terrible 
atlis, For nearly fifteen minutes he 
tniggled and his head was badly 
ounded by the olllcers' revolvers, 
'ournler was unarmed. 
The man Is said to be a bad char- 
cter with a police record and has 
erved time IH a western penlten- 
lary. 
It Is reported that he admits 


laving killed Fralser, but says that 
ie was Intoxicated at the time. Ho 
lalms to have been an old friend of 
he man whose life he took and says 
hat he Is sorry for his crime.

T solicited 
etters from American settlers In all 
iarts of the three provinces, and most 
of these make most interesting road- 
.ng. The letter was written by A. Kal- 
tonbrunner, whose postofllce address 
Is IlCBlnn. Saskatchewan. 


"A few years ago." ho says. "I took 


up a homestead for myself and also 
one for my son, Tho halt section 
which wo own Is between Rouleau and 
Drlnkwatcr, adjoining the Moosejaw 
creek, and Is a low, level ami heavy 
land. Last year wo put In 100 acres of 
wheat which went S5 bushels to the 
acre. 
Every bushel of It was 'No. I.' 


That means the best wheat that can 
bo raised on earth—worth 90 cents ^a 
bushel at the nearest elevators. We 
also threshed 9,000 bushels of 
first 


class oats out of ICO acres. 
Eighty 


acres was fall plowing AND YIELDED 
NINETY I1USIIELS TO THE ACRE. 
Wo got C3 cents a bushel clear. AH 
our grain was cut In the last week of 
the month of August. Wo will make 
more money out of our crops this year 
than last. 
For myself, I feel com- 


polled to say that Western Canada 
crops cannot be checked, even by un- 
usual conditions." 


An Itemized account shows a single 


year's earnings of this settler and his 
son to be as follows: 
2,500 bushels of wheat at 90 cents

California possesses such a beautiful 
climate, with no winter at all. while 
the New England states on a parallel 
with It havo practically six months 
of winter out of twelve? 


It Is because of that great sweep 


of warm water known as tho "Japan 
current." and this same current not 
only affectH the westernmost of tho 
Dominion provinces, but added to Its 
Influence are what are known as the

It will be seen by the above that 


tills man's oat crop was worth twlco 
as much ns his wheat crop. 
While 


tho provinces ot western Canada will 
for nil time to como bo the world's 
greatest wheat growing regions, oats 
are running tho former grain a closo 
race for supremacy. Tho noil and cli- 
matic conditions In Manitoba. Sas- 
katchcwan and Alberta are particular- 
ly favorable to tho production of oats, 
and this grain, like the wheat, runs a 
far greater crop to tho acre than In 
even tho best grain producing states 
of tho union. Ninety bushels to 
tho 


acre Is not nn unusual yield, whole 
homesteads frequently running this 
average. And this Is not tho only ad- 
vantage Western Canada oats have 
over thoso of tho United States, for In 
weight they run between forty and 
fifty pounds to the bushel, whllo No. 
(1 wheat goes to sixty-two pounds to 
<ho bushelr In fact, so heavy Is 
Canadian grain of all kinds, and espe- 
cially the wheat, that throughout th* 
west one will see cars with great 
placards upon them, which read: 


This car Is not to bo filled to ca- 


pacity with Alberta wheat." 


When I mado my first trip through. 


Hie Canadian West a few years ago 1 
found thousands of settlers living In 
rude Hhacks. tent shelters and homes 
of logs and clay. Today one will find 
these old "homes" scattered 
from 


Manitoba to the Rockies, lint they aro 
no longer used by human 
tenants. 


Modern homes havo taken their placo 
—for It has come to be a common say- 
Ing In these great grain regions that, 
"The first year a settlor Is In tho land 
ho earns a living; tho second he has 
money enough to build himself a mod- 
ern home and barns; the third ho Is 
Independent." And as extreme as this 
statement may seem to thoso hun- 
dreds of thousands of American farm- 
ers who strive for a meager oxlstcnce. 
It Is absolutely true. I urn an Ameri- 
can, as patriotic. I believe, as most of 
our people-hut even at that I cannot 
but wish that 
these people, whoso 


lives are such an endlons and unhappy 
grind, might know of the new life that 
Is awaiting them in this last great, 
west—this "land of greater hope," 
where the farmer Is king, and where 
the wealth all rests In his hands. As 
ono American farmer said to me, "It 
Is hard to pull up stakes and move a 
couple ot thousand miles." And BO It 
I8_or at least it appears to be. But 
in a month It can be done. 
And 


the first year, when tho new settler 
reaps a greater harvest than ho has 
ever possessed before, ho will rise 
with L'00,000 others of his people In 
Western Canada and thank Urn govj 
ornment that has given him. free of 
cost, a new life, a new home, and new 
hopes—which ban mado of htm. In 
fact, "A man among men, a possessor 
of wealth among his people."

In the north-central part of South Da- 
kota, was no exception to tho rule In 
its early life, but to-day If you should 
happen to paddle up the Missouri past 
where the waters of the Morcau enter, 
the first thought 'hat would enter 
your mind when you struck the former 
site of Kvarts, would be that a cyclone 
had wiped out the place. 


However, such Is not 
tho 
case. 


Kvnrts la now only a western plain 
and this by Its own volition. Only a 
few iveekH ago Kvurts was tho big- 
gtst caulc-shlpplnc center 
of 
the 


Tnlted States. 
To-day thero Is no 


EvurtB. There Is not even a, railroad 
track; tho big shipping depot has 
been torn down, here and thero n 
splinter left when tho buildings were 
taken awny, tells the title of a once- 
flourishing city. 


And tho whole reason for the people 


of ISvartH getting out of (heir chosen 
town was because the railroad wanted 
to find n suitable spot on the Missouri 
river to build a bridge. Tho railway 
officials were extending their lino to 
The coast and the worst obstacle In tho 
path of tho gigantic enterprise was 
'to find a place to hang tho 
bridge. 


'Eventually the engineers settled upon 
• ft alto several miles north of Kvnrts 
and at that point a flourishing town, 
known as Mobrldgo sprang up luvarts 
people were offered any slto for their 
town that they might select along tho 
extension. 


Then the exodus began. Husky cat- 


tlemen hitched horses nnd oxen to 
their houses and barns, uoino toro the 
edifices down, and they were hauled 
across the prairie, much 
Hko tho 


schooners of MH fame. Glcnham nnd 
..Mobrldge, the hitter's tin mo being a 
contraction of the 
words 
Missouri 


bridge, received most of the ICvarts 
people. When everybody had loft, the 
railroad tore down its depot, great 
gangs of men jerked the tracks from 
thi'lr cedar ties and the short line 
from Aberdeen WJIH n thing of the 
past. 


Across tho barren plains between 


Aberdeen and Kvnrts millions upon 
millions of cattle of every description 
had been carted In great long freight 
cars to be eventually disposed of In 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, New 
York, Huffnlo and In fact all of the 
big eastern marts of trade. On August 
I, 1008, cnmo tho official ending of tho 
town. All Its books were closed on 
that date; Its employes were officially 
dismissed then nnd their salaries to 
that time were paid them, although 
most of tho public ofllclals and their 
families bad left Kvarts several weeks, 
some of them months before. 


Tho casual observer, perhaps In a 


launch may go up to the landing at 
(ho center of the town nnd there tie 
his craft for u tour of inspection, but 
his efforts to unearth tho mysterious 
about what was once Kvarts will be 
fruitless, for everything of any value 
whatsoever bus been curried 
away 


nnd scarcely u stick of-wood was left 
by tho economical natives, who now 
cull themselves 
citizens 
of 
other 


South Dakota villages. 


Scores of towns have suffered tho 


same experience which befell Kvnrts. 
but the hitter's passage to oblivion 
was perhaps more sudden, more spec- 
tacular and more regretted than any 
which havo got Into the public prints 
In ludecadc or more. 


If you had "happened" Into Kvarts 


two ycura ago nnd then dropped a few 
days ago you would pinch 
yourself 


twlco to sec If you were awake. This 
by reason of the contrast. Two years 
ago you would huvo seen roughly clad 
cattlemen hurrying hither and thither, 
engines pulling along tho sidetracks, 
trulnloads of some of the best cattle 


which tho west produces moving east 
lit the direction 
of 
Aberdeen, you 


would have seen a blue-coated mlnton 
of tho law stalking along the passen- 
ger depot spurting tobacco Juice at 
tbo station agent's dog. but to-day 
oven the dog Is missing from 
the 


scenery thereabouts. 


Moving day started several months 


ago and the freight train conductor, 
leaving with the last loud of llvo cat- 
tlo which was to pass out of this 
typical 
American 
city, was almost 


moved to tears as he, stood on the 
rear platform of his caboose when tho 
train reached n rise In the plain nnd 
looked back upon the town which had 
.been his "hang-out" since ho entered 
tho employment of tho road. 


Tho writer, making a 
quick 
trip 


from Kvarts to Aberdeen, was loung- 
ing In the caboose. Th« sight became 
unbeaVublo to the railroad man nnd 
ho re-entered tho trainman's apart- 
ments. "I've seen that there burg grow 
up from tho time wh'en olo Jess Atkins 
lived In a shanty down by tho river 
Just south o' town and owned six head 
o' cattle. Thero warn't no spur from 
Aberdeen then," he soliloquized, "but 
Jess used to drive his cows .across the 
pralrlo to where the river Jlnes tho 
Moreaii and thero they'd ferry the hull 
outfit across for n couple o' dollars. 
Then he'd have n nice long ride to 
Aberdeen, 


"Onco when .less' wife nnd darters 


cnmo down to llvo with him, the olo 
man was ketched by some rustlers 
from up north and they stole Ills 
pony, cows and money. Jess had to 
hoof It back to 
his 
shack. 
Well, 


sence thot tlmo y'd bo s'prlsed how 
the placo has growed. 1 was on a river 
sldewhcoler then, 
I was the pilot. 


Well, pretty soon Kvnrts was boomed 
and ull us young cubs got tho fever 
to stake off a bit o' land and set up In 
some kind o' blzness. wo didn't care 
much what and wo didn't know what 
It'd turn out to be when we staked. 


"Well, finally I accepted a loocra- 


tlve Job as lirnklo on this lino nnd five 
years ago I got permoted 
to 
con- 


ductor. I ain't goln' to suffer, whom- 
soever, ns they've glvo me n Job doln' 
th1 same thing from Oakes to Aber- 
deen when I get through with this 
trip." 


And tho conductor Is not 
n 
ro- 


mancer, but his feelings wore coliood 
through tho western nlr and In every 
homo in Kvarts 
when 
It 
became 


known that tho railway was to build 
a bridge which would take the bunl- 
IIPHB away from this town mid allow 
.tho building of a new city whers the 
river WHS spanned, 


Appropriately the new town became 


known as MobrldRo and it is to-day 
what Kvarts wss several years ago, a 
flourishing, hustling little burg with 
everything ahead of Its Inhabitants, 
and whatever their part may havo 
been, is forgotten. 


While Olcnham received many of 


the Kvarts people with open iirnis, th« 
greater majority went to Mobrldge, 
for they declared they paw greater 
possibilities there because business 
could be more easily transferred from 
Kvarts to Mobrldge. 


So If you should happen to V» in 


the vicinity of Mobrldge, ask the post- 
master, the man nt the wharf, the sta- 
tion agent at the depot or almost any- 
body tho rond to where Kvarts once 
was nnd take a Jaunt down that way. 
It's only a few miles south nnd when 
you imagine what the little city once 
was nnd what It IB to-day, perhaps you 
will be repaid for 
tho 
stroll. 
Mo- 


bridge Is to-day a typical littlo west- 
ern town where some one or other Is 
continually erecting u shack which bo 
nnd his family 
call 
home. 
Homes 


spring up In the night nnd when their 
owners grow tired of them they are 
cither sold for lire-wood or some one, 
perhaps poorer, accepts them for a 
small sum. 


Western hospitality, 
a 
tradition, 


which Is told in fiction works and 
which actually exists, is one of 
tho 


llrst themes of 
Mobrldgo and 
the 


stranger, poor or wealthy, IB just as 
sure of welcome under Mobrldge roofs 
as ho would be under his own. Of 
course there are cattle rustlers in 
that part of South Dakota, but thanks 
to real western cow tactics, they nn» 
few. Vigilance committees have made 
stealing cattle 
such 
n 
hazardous 


method of ekelng out a living that few 
caro to risk their health In that man- 
ner. 


Money In Apple Orchards. 


Tasmania has long been known «• 


tho apple land of the south, but few at 
home huvo any real Idea of the money 
that can bo made, and Is being made, 
out of apple growing 'In that Island. 
Last yoar, for Instance, thero were 
many small orchards 
In tho 
south 


which returned ns much as 1,"00 bush- 
els to the acre, nnd one owner of four 
acres, who picked over 4,000 buuhels 
of marketable fruit, which he sold at 
four shillings a bushel, reaped a gross 
return of £800. 
As his expenses at 


the outside would not be more than 
XI00, bin profit an acre worked out 
at something like £17fi. 
Of course, 


this was an extreme 
case, but or- 


chards of 20,acres and upward aver- 
aged full POO bushels an 
acre, 
and 


yielded a clear net profit 
of 
quite 


£1,500 In each case. The area actu- 
ally planted at the present time In do- 
mestic nnd commercial orchards 
In 


about 20,000 acres, and upward of half 
a million cases of apples were ex- 
ported to this country last year.—Bri- 
tannia.

Llttlo or No Finishing Required After 


the Operation. 


A stream of oxygen IH tho knife that 


.L cuts metals. 
The operation IB j»cr- 


norraeU-by means of a blowpipe with 
;two nbtzlen. of which tho IlrHt tlollvern 
an Ignited jot of mixed oxyKon and 
hydroBon, ,'anil tlio second lo a stream 
of puro'oxycon. Tho pressure'la reg- 
ulated by a cause attached to tho oxy- 


B«n tank. Tho oxygon hydrogen flame 
and the stream of oxygen strike tho 
mitno part of the metal, which, after 
bcliiR heated by tho fame. IB rapidly 
cut. or rather burnod through by tho 
oxygon, tho temperature being rulHod 
to 1,300 or 1.400 degrees Fahrenheit 
by tho combustion of tho metal. The 
cut IH as Hinooth ns a Bhenrml-cut and 
requires 'little or no finishing. Armor 


can bo cut A ^no-twentieth the 


tlmo required for mechanical cutting; 
and the sharply localized heating prob- 
ably causes less strain than punching 
and shearing develop. If oxygon costs 
two contH and hydrogen two-thirds of 
a cent per cubic foot, the coat of cut- 
ting un iron plate four-llftlm of an inch 
thick IH about seven cents pur running 
foot,,or about half the cost of mechan- 
ical cutting. Special machines 
are 


constructed for cutting various 
ob- 


jects. Finally thero Is u universal ma- 
chine, which can bo arranged to mnk« 
curved and polygonal cuts of any pat* 
teru Iii addition to tbo simpler cuts 


effected lv tho other 
machines. 
A 


special form of this universal machine 
Is exceedingly useful In taking apart 
machinery nnd steel buildings. It op- 
erates by cutting off the hends of tho 
rivets, which aro then easily driven 
ouu

Uncle Sam stands ready, of course, 


to step into tho breach wherever oc- 
casion demands In an uffott to secure 
a "square deal" and living wages for 
tho tolling masses but oven when there 
are no clouds on tho horizon of tho 
relations between capital and labor 
this paternal government Is busily en 
gaged with tho problem of promoting 
tho welfare of those who labor with 
hands or brain. A number of -differ- 
on t branches of the government are 
contributing to this policy but In tho 
main the work devolves upon the bu- 
reau of labor at Washington, which Is, 
In effect, tho labor division of the de- 
partmcnt of commerce and labor. 


Newspaper renders hoar of the bu- 


reau of labor when Its head, the com- 
missioner of labor, steps In and at- 
tempts to arbitrate some strike or 
threatened strike, as for Instance tho 
recent dlfllcultlcs of tho telegraphers 
of tho country, but there Is not one 
citizen in a thousand who has any 
Idea of the scope of tho everyday work 
of the bureau in acquiring and diffus- 
ing useful Information on subjects con- 
nected with labor in the most general 
and most comprehensive sense of that 
word. 


IE Doing Good Work, 


I3y moans or an 
energetic 
"field 


forco" nnd a capable corps of experts 
In the homo olllce at Washington this 
branch of the government Is continu- 
ally investigating In all parts of tho 
country such subjects as the relations 
of capital and labor, the hours of la- 
bor, the earnings of laboring men nnd 
women, and other similarly 
fruitful 


topics. What is more, this public In- 
stitution Is continually striving to pro- 
mote tho material, social, Intellectual 
and moral prosperity of tho workers. 
Of course these government scouts In 
tho labor field cannot work In a rut. 
Indeed the forco Is BO mobile nnd the 
Individual workers so versatile) that 
when a serious dispute arises between 
employers nnd employes or there Is a 
controversy such as that some time 
ago regarding conditions In the meat 
packing Industry all other work at tho 
bureau can be dropped nnd all hands 
concentrate their attention upon the 
causes nnd facts of the crisis of tho 
moment. 


The Into Senator Monr of Massachu- 


setts is perhaps entitled to bo con- 
sidered the father of the movement.to 
have Undo Sum systematically aid 
the cnnsc of labor. It was In 1871 that 
Mr. Hoar, then a member of tho Unit- 
ed States house of representatives, In- 
troduced n bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to study 
tho subject of wages nnd hours of 
labor nnd tho division of profits be- 
tween labor and capital In tho United 
States. The bill did not pass but tho 
ball had been started rolling and final- 
ly after much agitation congress in 
18S4 made provision for a bureau of 
labor ns a part of the interior depart- 
ment. When the department of com- 
merce nnd labor was organized In 1U03 
tho bureau of labor was taken under 
Its wing ns one 
of Its principal 


branches. 


Powers of Commissioner. 


Congress has conferred pretty broad 


powers upon the commissioner of la- 
bor. Ho can tmdertuke at his discre- 
tion any Investigation which In his 
Judgment relates to tho welfare of the 
working people of tho country and he 
can employ in this quest for Informa- 
tion all tho means at his disposal and 
the corps of statistical experts, special 
agents, clerks, etc., carried on tho pay- 
roll of the bureau of labor. 
Uncle 


Sam's labor commissioner may, if he 
choose,.simply make a report to con- 
gress once a year on his investigations 
but of late years special reports have 
been "issued monthly or even oftener, 
and on n number of occasions the 
president has called upon the commis- 
sioner of labor to make special Inquiry 
In some field and communicate his 
findings as quickly as possible. 


Tho bureau of labor Is In reality a 


great "Intelligence office" that pours 
out Information through four different 
channels. Tho first of these Is made 
up of the results of original investiga- 
tions conducted by tho bureau or Its 
agents and experts. Secondly tho la- 
bor bureau gives tho whole country a 
digest of stato 
labor 
reports, thus 


bringing to tho attention of tho gen- 
eral public many matters relating to 
conditions In tbo different states of tho 
union that might not otherwise become 
matters of common knowledge. 


Hao Wide Scope. 


Thirdly, this bureau 'of labor Infor- 


mation reviews exhaustively for tho 
benefit of Its millions of American cli- 
ents tho labor and statistical docu- 
ments of nil foreign 
countries 
and 


when'anythine is discovered that has 


n- bearing on labor Interests In Van- 
keedom It Is promptly brought to tho 
attention of the people concerned. 
Fourthly, th« bureau fulfills its func- 
tion as public servitor by publishing 
and sending broadcast all new lawa 
that are passed affecting the Interests 
of tho working people. 
No matter 


whether u law be passed by tho nation- 
al congress .or by the legislature In 
some one of our two scoro states It 
Is no sooner on tho statute books than 
tho labor bureau sends the tidings to 
the tollers who will bo affected. Final- 
ly there Is a similar system for the 
distribution of news relative to court 
decisions Interpreting labor laws or 
other- happenings affecting tho rela- 
tions of employer and employe. 
t 


Most Interesting nnd most Important 


of the undertakings of tho bureau of 
labor are the special Investigations 
conducted by Its own experts. These 
mivo covered a very wide range of 
subjects* It Is, of course, Impossible 
to enumerate them at length but Just 
to convey an Idea of the fields that 
ftavo been explored there may bo cit- 
ed such subjects as Industrial commu- 
nities at homo nnd abroad; co-opera- 
tive distribution; 
railway relief de- 


partments; the pndrono system; con- 
ditions of negro workers; building and 
loan associations; the Inspection of 
factories and workshops; tho trade- 
union label; protection of worklngnu'ii 
In their employment; child labor In tho 
United States; wages and cost of liv- 
ing, etc. 


Deals Only In Facts. 


In the earlier years of tho work peo- 


ple did not. In many instances, take 
kindly to the idea of having their pri- 
vate affairs probed for the benefit of 
the public, but latterly this spirit has 
largely disappeared, Nowadays If the 
special agents of the bureau of labor 
are refused Information by one manu- 
facturer they usually have no difficulty 
In discovering some oilier establish- 
ment where tho needed data may be 
obtained. 
Tho government labor ex- 


perts have won confidence by never 
allowing tbo names of parties furnish- 
ing facts to bo given In Its reports, al- 
though, to be Buro, they tako every 
poxslblo means to verify all tho infor- 
mation gathered. 
Tho 
bureau 
will 


have nothing to do with estimates or 
hearsay statements about labor con- 
ditions. It never makes any state- 
ments unless It has positive facts to 
back them up. 


At tho outset tho government, labor 


experts thought that they could carry 
on their Investigations largely by mall, 
but It was soon found that few people 
would'respond- sntihfactorlly to.queries 
thus transmitted nnd so tho bureau of 
labor hud to organize a corps of spe- 
cial agents who are continually "on 
tho wing" securing Information at first 
hand and recording It on carefully pre- 
pared schedules. 
Tho policy of tho 


bureau of labor in looking Into labor 
conditions and tbo problems of life 
affecting the working people Is seldom 
If ever to argue n point. 
It simply 


secures all tho facts in the case and 
then lets the Intelligent Inbor'man de- 
cldo what Is best for him from tho In- 
formation set out for his benefit. Tho 
bureau of labor is particularly fortu- 
nnto in its directing heads. Tho com- 
missioner of labor. Dr. C' nrles P. 
Nelll, formerly one of tho faculty of 
tho Catholic university at Washington, 
is a man who has n wonderful faculty 
for clear-sighted Investigation nnd tho 
chief clerk of tho bureau, Mr. G. W. W. 
Hanger, has been fitted by long experi- 
ence for work In behalf of the causo 
of labor. 


Employment Bureau, 


Uncle Sam has also Inaugurated an 


other aid to labor In tho form of th« 
largest employment bureau In tho 
world. This Is nil adjunct of tbo bu- 
reau of Immigration, and Is In charge 
of Tercnco V. Powderly, nt one time 
a recognized leader of union labor 
throughout the country. It Is the func- 
tion of this new bureau to Inquire ns 
to the facts about tho reported demand 
for labor In all ports of the country. 
Mr. Powderly has opened correspond- 
ence with responsible officers In every 
state in tho union concerning tho need 
for labor and the opportunities for em- 
ployment In each state and when any 
worklngman desires to make a change 
of location nil he has to do IB to In- 
qulro of Uncle Sam ns to tho prospects 
In any section in which he would Hko 
to find employment.
